GIRL ARRESTED 


Love and Liquor Are Blamed 
for Trouble 


Charge of Murder Attempt 
Against Woman 


Prisoner Says Ice Dealer 
Slapped Face 


A concoction of love, liquor and 
business, the police assert. led to 
the serious shooting yesterday aft- 
ernoon in a hotel at 317 South 
Flower street of Harry Langlan, 
29 years old, an ice man. 

Langien was taken to the Re- 
celving Hospital where it was found 
that one bullet had pierced his 
left side. 

He admitted that he had been 
drinking. 

Miss Peggy Scherzinger, partner 
of Langian in the ice delivery bus- 
iness, was arrested immediately 
afterward. 

SHOT IN GIRL’S ROOM - 

It was in Miss Scherzinger’s room 
that the shooting took place. In- 
mates of the hotel declared that 
they had heard four shots. Only 
one bullet had found its mark, 
however. Langlian’s room is im- 
mediateiy across the corridor from 
Miss Scherzinger's. 

Langlan’s shooting was the 
culmination of a series of dis- 
agreements that he had had with 
Mies Scherzinger, the hotel man- 


ager asserted. Three weeks ago 
the couple engaged in a loud argu- 
ment over the division of the re- 
ceipte from the ice delivery busi- 
nens, it was sald. 

The hotel management protested, 
but the disagreements continued. 
Frequently, it was declared, Miss 
Scheringer was compelled to go 
in search of her partner. He was 
apending too much of their joint 
funds in a pool room, she is said to 
have told acquaintances about the 
hotel. 

Liquor and the effects of his 
wounds made his statements in- 
coherent and when Miss Scher- 
singer was permitted to see him at 
the Receiving Hospital she could 
only scream, “Daddy, Daddy.“ and 
entreat surgeons to save his life. 

Detective Lieutenants Schaeffer, 
Warren and Reed investigated the 
affair. 


GIRL MAKES STATEMENT 

A charge of attempted tmurder 
was filed against the girl after de- 
tectives had questioned her. Ac- 
cording to her statement, she and 
Langdon had been drinking. Ap- 
parently without any cause, Lang- 
don slapped her on the face, the 
girl declared. 

“I don’t remember what hap- 
pened after that,” she said. “I 
don't remember where I got the 
pistol or where it was that I shot 
him.

friends.”

Lodge, the Willows, Plauwydd, - 
pine Tavern, Santa Fabel Inn, 
Vale View Ranch Inn, Laguna Re- 
sort, Forest Camp and Buckman 
Springs Hotel offer a variety of 
accommodations in the Incopah 
Range, formerly known as the San 

ego Range. The camper may 
find in the Lagunas a timbered 
country of oak and pine and grassy 
meadows that is a real delight: 

Do not overlook either Warners 
ranch or Palomar, in your con- 
sideration of county, 
Palomar, “the dovecote,” dwelling 
place of the wild pigeons, a fat- 
topped mountain almost 6000 feet 
in the air, is lees frequented in 
summer than most of the south- 
ern mountain country, but not the 
lees attractive for that reason.

estate education which will be 
equivalent to the standard for any 
other profession. 


LARGER VIEWPOINT 
“There are many who have had 
the conception of real estate prac- 
tice as simply a process of agency, 
bringing people together and 
changing names in titles and leases. 
A large viewpoint which is being 
accepted generally among real es- 
tate men is that in addition to 
taking something out of the deal 
there ig an obligation to put new 
values into the property and into 
the community by a better adapta- 
tion of ownership and use. 

“The practice of real estate is 
in a very definite sense a phase 
of the practice of law. It is pro- 
per, of course, for a real estate 
man to get expert legal advice in 
case of controversy, but it is im- 
possible for him to make safe plans 
for the development of his busi- 
ness, or to give intelligent advice 
to clients unless he himself knows 
the law. If real estate is to be- 
come a profession its foundation 
will include several courses in 
law.

To clean the fuel system, first 
drain off the rear tank, flush sev- 
eral times with a gallon of clean 
gas, refill with the fuel drained off, 
using care not to get any of the 
sediment and moisture, (which will 
settle in the bottom of your drain- 
ing vessel) back into the supply 
tank, then replace drain plug. 
screwing it in tight to avoid leak- 
age or danger of plug backing out. 
Disconnect fuel line from main 
tank at point where it enters top 


cap over vacuum tank strainer 
clean, then replace all connections 
carefully. Next drain vacuum at 
bottom and flush once or twice 
with clean gasoline. 

Detach fuel line from the 
vacuum tank to carburetor at both 
nds, blow through tube to re- 
move all sediment, then remove 
strainer screen at base of carbure« 
tor float chamber, allowing about 
one pint of gasoline to flow 
through. This will flush the float 
compartment, removing sediment 
and moisture. 

If your car stops suddenly on the 
road, make the following check 
before calling for help: First see 
that you have gasoline in the main 
supply tank, next open the cock 
under carburetor float chamber, 
push a emall wire through the 
drain cock hole to make sure it is 
not plugged with sediment, It 
gasoline will not flow freely from 
drain cock, disconnect fuel line at 
carburetor. If gasoline flows 
freely from this tube, but not from 
float chamber, clean the carbure- 
tor strainer. If fuel will not flow 
from vacuum tank, examine screen 
at top of vacuum tank. If this is 
clean blow through the main feed 
line. If all fuel lines and screéns 
are clean, the suction line from 
vacuum tank to carburetor should 
be checked for loose connection or 
leaks. Following the above check 
closely, you are bound to locate 
any trouble resulting from clogged 
line or leak in suction Une. 


TAKES YOU THERE 


If it is impossible to get gaso- 
line flowing to vacuum tank, you 
can reach a garage by refilling the 
vacuum tank, which ordinarily 
holds enough fuel to travel four or 
five miles. If the fuel system fune- 
tions properly, check electrical sys- 
tem for loose wire terminals, bro- 
ken connections, or burnt fuse. 

A partially clogged fuel line will 
permit your car to run up to cer- 
tain speeds, then a popping noise 
starts in carburetor. This recalis 
an incident oecurring on my trip 
across continent last summer. I 
was coasting down the east slope 
of the Wasatch Mountain@in Utah, 
when I met a loaded touring car 
just barely moving. going up grade 
on low gear. The driver hailed 
me for assistance; in explaining his 
trouble, I gathered that he had 
made the above check very closely, 
but had overlooked the fact tat 
gasoline should flow freely. Upon 
disconnecting his fuel line, a weak 
stream sputtered from the pipe, not 
enough to pull up a steep mountain 
grade, but perhaps would have car- 
ried him along at twenty-five miles 
an hour on a level road. After re- 
moving the cause, a strong stream 
flowed from the fuel line, and he 
went speeding up the grade on 
second gear. 
| Be sure that your gasoline flows 
freely when experiencing troubles 
of the above nature on your sum- 
mer tours, because partially 
| clogged fuel lines cause a loss of 
| power, which means a great waste 
(of fuel. Your fuel economy is 
greatest when your motor is oper- 
ating 100 per cent.

In so brief a survey I have not attempt- 
ed to mention all the fruits and crops that 
are likely to prove practical for the desert 
regions. Rather, I have limited the discus 
sion to those that are now being grown with 
the most noteworthy success, or the great- 
est promise. Further experimenting will 
doubtiess reveal many other important 
adaptations. 

U should be stated in conclusion that 
successful orcharding in the desert, if not 
successful ranching of all kinds, requires 
the growing of windbreaks and systematic 
conditioning of the soll. For the former 
many sorts of trees are suitable: cotton- 
woods, cypress, cedar, poplars, mulberries, 
where the winter temperatures are low; 
eycalyptus, athels, bamboo, castor-bean 
bushes, in the warmer regions. The athel 
(tamarisk articulate) makes one of the 
quickest and most effective windbreaks, and 


fall lower than 10 degrees above sero. 

Nearly all desert solls are “novices” to 
crop production. This is particularly true 
where leveling exposes areas of snbsoil. 
But it has been found that the soils may be 
trained by an apprenticeship in alfalfa. The 
returns from alfalfa, for seed, hay or stock- 
raising, are good and alfalfa is the pioneer- 
ing rancher’s best ally.

sleep. At 34, when he suddenly decided to 
cease the practice of law and, taking his

His overtimid 
mother, unlike the Indian mothers, had al- 
lowed him to sleep with his mouth open 
until it had become a fixed habit. Sleeping 
im canoes or in hammocks, or upon the 
banks of rivers, between buffalo robes, 
spread upon the grass, and bréathing 
through his mouth the chilly air of dewy 
and foggy nights that was circulating 
around him did not help his complaint, 


overcome the habit. At last, on the banks 
of the Upper Missouri, after much suffer- 
ing, accompanied by bleeding at the lungs, 
his perseverance and resolution to keep his 
teeth and lips tightly closed in sleep, tri- 
umphed, the danger was averted and his 
life was saved. 

“In subsequent years o fexposure, in which 
time he slept outdoors in all latitudes, he 
enjoyed natural respiration in sleep to the 
complete restoration of his health. This 
experience the author gives for the benefit 

f his fellow-beings, in the hope that they 
may find a permanent cure, as he did. The 
indians, says Catlin, have a great contempt 
for mouth-breathers. He tells of a duel 
planned between a Sioux brave and a white 
man, a fur trader. The combat was to have 
“been fought in a state of nudity, with 
knives as weapons, but, at the last mo 
ment, the Factor succeeded in patching up 
the quarrel. Catlin asked the Indian if he 

felt fears of his antagonist, who appeared 
to be his superior in size and strength, to 
which be promptly replied. ‘No, not in the 
least: I never fear harm from a man who 
dun shut his mouth, no matter how large 
or strong he may de.“ 


“So, beware to open the mouth, is the

“his deductions scientists, since his time, 
have given eloquent te@timony. Man is an 
‘open-mouthed animal,” but he is so by 
habit and not by nattire, and if the practice 
of the Indian mothers were followed in civi- 
lized communities, future generations could 
be taught how to breathe aright. The au- 
thor’s parting advice is, keep your mouth 
shut when you read, when you write, when 
you listen, when walking or running, when 
Mding, and, by all theans, when you are an- 
gry. Exercise your will power before going 
to sleep and determine to keep your teeth 
and lips closed; that is half the battle. 
With patience and perseverance the habit 
of snoring and mouth-breathing may be 
overcome. Finally, Catlin bequeaths to pos 
terity the most important motto human lan 
guage can convey: ‘Shut Your Mouth!’ He 
would print and engrave k in every nur 
Gery, and on every bedpost in the uni 
verse. If obeyed, its importance, he is con- 


vinced, soon would be realised.” 8

Near it 
hung the patent lamp, a Bunsen gasoline 
affair, installed no doubt by some dapper 
traveling salesman.
